YORK—After several hours of sharp debate, an executive 
meeting of the National Community Relations Advisory Council

Jewish Congress by the American Jewish Committee and the Anti- 
Defamation League of B’nai B'rith. 


The AJCommittee and the 
ADL filed formal charges 
against the Congress for recent 
statements that the two defense 
agencies were guilty of excessive 
duplication in the field of civic 
defense and were thus wasting 
millions of dollars. 

The Congress statements were 
first made in an exclusive Post 
interview of Dec. 31 in which Dr. 
David Petegorsky, executive di- 
rector of the Congress, made the 
criticisms. 


Dr. Petegorsky told The Post 
then that the defense agencies 
sought a budget from American 
Jews for this year of about $11,- 
000,000 and that in his opinion, 
$4,000,000 would do the job, if 
the money was equitably distrib- 
uted. 


The specific charges, The Post 
Jearned, were based on distribu- 
tion by the Congress at the 17th 
General Assembly of the Council 
of Jewish Federations and Wel- 
fare Funds of material citing 
The Post interview. 


The Congress distributed an 
editorial, quoting that interview 
and asking the CJWFW to in- 
vestigate and take action. The 
issue of duplication of Jewish 
defense expenditures and work 
was slated for consideration at 
the General Assembly when it 
met in Philadelphia in last Jan- 
wary but no action was taken 
specifically on that problem. 

The charges were taken up at 
& meeting last Monday of the 
executive of the NCRAC, a co- 
ordinating agency for the four 
U.S. Jewish civic defense groups. 
The Jewish Labor Committee is 
the fourth of the agencies but 
it was not involved in the dis- 
pute. 

The AJCommittee and the 
ADL offered a resolution at the 
meeting censuring the Congress 
for “public attacks.” No action 
was taken after several hours of 
acrimonious debate, and the is- 
sle was put off until the next 
mesting of the NCRAC executive

Talk continued to spread, how- 
ever, that efforts were underway 
by the ZOA leadership and the 
oposition Committee for Progres- 
sive Zionism to find a compro- 
mise candidate and thus avert a 
knock-down drag-out fight at the 
next ZOA convention, set for May 
28-30 in New York. 

In the event no compromise 
candidate is found, informed 
sources here said, the CPZ will 
pick as its standard-bearer Ru- 
doiph Sonneborn, one of the 
chief architects of the CPZ and 
a member of the ZOA national 
executive. 

The first formal draft appeal 
was made last week by a group of 
ZOA leaders, who sent Dr. Silver 
the appeal from Miami. Those 
signing the appeal included Mor- 
timer May of Nashville, Tenn., 
vice chairman of the ZOA na- 
tional administrative council; 
Abraham Goodman of Miami, a 
ZOA vice president; and Abra- 
ham Goldstein of Hartford,

Zionist Organization,” the Silver 
statement said. “It is a high 
honor to be president of the ZOA, 
and a great responsibility, es- 
pecially in the days ahead when 
our work in behalf of Israel will 
eall for new methods and em- 
phases and for utmost vigilance 
against the forces bent upon 
usurpation and liquidation. But I 
have already served as president 
for two terms, and I find it impos- 
sible to accept the office again. 


“Good men are-available for 
the presidency to carry on the 
high traditions of this office and 
to carry forward the policies u1 
the present Zionist administration 
which has contributed so deci- 
sively to the establishment of the 
State of Israel. .Whomever the 
forthcoming Zionist convention 
will elect to the presidency will 
have my fullest support,” the 
statement concluded. 


Most of those who signed the 
appeal to Silver were convinced 
that if enough pressure could be 
brought to bear on him, he would 
be forced to accept the candidacy, 
it was learned here. It is gen- 
erally understood that Silver can 
have the presidency for the ask- 
ing and that no candidate he op- 
poses is likely to win, unless the 
CPZ can capture the next con- 
vention, : 

Those backers pointed to a res- 
olution asking for Silver’s nom- 
ination which was offered at the 
Sunday meeting of the ZOA 
executive. Dr. Emanuel Neu- 
mann, ZOA president, said he 
could not entertain the motion 
because it came at the end of the 
meeting and too many members 
of the executive had left, 

Easy To Pass 

There was little doubt, observ- 
ers at the meeting said, that such 
a motion presented earlier would 
have been passed by an over- 
whelming majority. 

Backers of the new push to 
draft Silver, who declined to per- 
mit use of their names, ranged 
from those who were convinced 
that only Silver could guide the 
giant ZOA through what is cer- 
tain to be the most critical year 
in its 52-year history to those who 
were looking around for any can- 
didate who could stop Frisch.

A spokesman for the group 
said that a quiet but intensive 
campaign would be started im- 
mediately on a nation-wide scale 
to exert maximum pressure on 
Dr. Silver to change his mind.

“T hope and pray that Dr. Silver 
will not lend himself to that 
movement,” Morris Margulies, a 
member of the CPZ executive 
said, Then Margulies gave a 
strong hint that the CPZ would 
consider a compromise candidate 
with this comment:

“This is the time when some- 
one who is not closely identified 
with either the administration 
or the opposition should be 
chosen—someone who will be 
able to rally around him all the 
groups within the ZOA and 
thus not only heal the breach 
but also present to the world a 
powerful ZOA.” 

The CPZ official made the ap- 
peal during a debate with Jacques 
Torcezyner, a staunch administra: 
tion supporter, before some 406 
members of the Seventh Zionist 
district, largest ZOA division in 
the U. S. 

As possible compromise candi- 
dates, Margulies suggested the 
names of Federal Judge Simon 
Rifkind, Nathan Strauss and 
Dewey D. Stone, a member of 
the national ZOA executive, 

Margulies emphasized, how- 
ever, that he had no mandate 
to mention their names as com- 
promise candidates and was 
simply making suggestions. 

He promised that if the CPZ 
won the next election, “specifl- 
cally and categorically, I want to 
State there is to be no purge— 
that everyone is not only needed 
but everyone is wanted.”

Frank Reports From Israel 


GENERAL ZIONISTS IN ISRAEL 
LACK FEEL FOR PUBLIC RELATIONS

EL AVIV, March 3—The Goldstein House is a hostel. An un- 

married immigrant, who is a General Zionist, or, at least 
ene who would prefer to live at a General Zionist hostel, is admit- 
ted from the reception camp at a small rental.. It is a comfortable, 
three-story house, pleasing to the eye, pleasantly and comfortably 
appointed Inside, where four people’ share one 
room, It is comfortable enough to enable the im- 
migrant to have peace of mind and to go out 
looking for a job and find one. It is not so lux- 
urious as to make him feel that he would like to 
stay here for the rest of his life. 

He is admitted for three months, after which, 
if there is good reason, he can get an extension. 
Compared with the reception center, it is paradise. 
But it is not a home. It is not even a room for 
your self, which is something everyone craves who 
has had a taste of barracks for several years, It is aS good a 
transition from barracks to home as I have seen in this country. 
It has a capacity of over 100 but since the one floor is taken up 
with offices, which ought to be housed elsewhere, the present occu- 
pancy is something like 80. Of course, there is a long waiting list.

WELL, WHO IS CHOOSING the candidates? The authorities 
at the reception center make some recommendations. But Israel 
is a.free country and a man goes where he likes. And any institu- 
tion i¢ free to choose whom it likes. This particular outfit takes 
General Zionists to merely Zionists, Moreover, it prefers nice peo- 
ple to noisy people. Moreover, it prefers good risks to poor risks, 
useful people to useless people, it feels obligated to provide accom- 
modation to Jews who were active Zionists, or still better, active 
General Zionists in the countries of emigration and so have a claim 
on the General Zionist institutions in Israel, 9 

Some candidates go straight from the reception center to the 
Goldstein House. Others are screened at the New Immigrants De- 
partment of the General Zionist Headquarters (The Labor Zionists, 
the Mizrachi and other groups have their own activities supple- 
mentary to those of the Government and the Jewish Agency for 
selecting and settling immigrants). 

While working on this column, I got interested in two things: 
the type of human beings occupying this house, and the process of 
screening and interviewing at the New Immigrants Department. I 
visited both places, but I shall have to do some more visiting and 
observing before I can write some more about it. And yet, I have 
already learned a great deal, enough to make several new columns. 

To be sure, these are merely little angles of the highly charged 
life in Israel. Little angles, with many headaches and heartaches, 
and blunders and inspiring moments and achievements, 

But what I want to tell you about is not what you read in 
the daily press dispatches. I want to tell you about these little 
eorners which the Foreign Correspondent does not know, I 
start with the General Zionist institutions. I hope to continue 
later with Labor and Mizrachi places. I have certainly seen 
plenty of Histadruth institutions to write about. But which ever 
corner I begin with or deal with, you’ve got to know about it. 

P.S.: Just before finishing this column, I also visited the store- 
house of the Israel Equipment Project. There is a great deal of good 
in it, especially of what Danny Brisker collected in Canada. But I 
do wish that some rich Jews in America got the idea knocked out 
of their heads that anything they want to throw away is good enough 
for the Jews in Israel. And I am not the only guy who thinks so.

WHERE ARE YOU GOING TO PUT them up for the night? 
That is still the most burning question in Israel. 

Last night I was taken to Raanana, a village of some five 
thousand souls, three-quarters of an hour’s ride from Tel Aviv. 
There was a little reception given there by the General Zionists to 
refugees just arrived from Shanghai, 

That’s interesting material, isn’t it—refugees from Shanghai. 
But first let me tell you what’s wrong and what’s right with the 
General Zionists in this country and in America. What’s wrong 
is public relations and organization and, sometimes, plain common 
sense. Right in Raanana is the General Zionist Plugeth Aliyah 
group from the Poughkeepsie farm, with Ruth Lutwin and the 
others, And yet, when I wanted to go and see the group before 
the reception, there was no one to arrange it for me, and I'll have 
to make my second visit to them, as I did my first one, on my 
own. 

It did not occur to anyone to take Mr. and Mrs. Greenberg to 
see the American kids. The UJA delegation is here, some of them 
staying at the American House where I am staying. There are 
some active General Zionists among them with life memberships

NEW YORK—tThe charge that American col- 


leges and universities discriminate against 
Jewish students is substantiated by a new 
study but “only in part and perhaps not so 
nearly to the extent which is frequently 
charged,” the American Council on Education 
reported this week, 


The report was based on personal interviews 


with 15,000 high school seniors, enrolled in 255 
high schools in 1948 to learn whether they 
planned to go to college in the following fall 
and a second series of interviews to learn 
whether they had been admitted. 

The study was handled by the Elmo Roper 
organization and financed by the Anti-Defama- 
tion League of B’nai B’rith. 

The report found that 87 per cent of all Jew- 
ish students who applied for admission to lib- 
eral arts colleges last year managed to get in 
and that the percentage of Jewish students who 
got into college was the same as the average 
for all high school graduates of all faiths. 

The discrimination was evident in the fact 
that Jewish college aplicants must try more 
colleges than non-Jewish applicants and that 
they musf frequently accept a school nearer 
home which will admit them, rather than a 
school ‘which offers what they consider the

best training for their field. 

The report said that scholastic aptitude and 
family background remained the major factors 
in getting into a college. The findings indicateq 
that the chances of getting in were better if 
the student were a girl instead of a boy, if he 
or she lived in some other part of the U. §, 
than the northeast and—to get into the college 
of the student’s choice—if he were a Protes. 
tant or Catholic rather than a Jew. 

The report said that “Jews are a definitely 
disadvantaged group when it comes to getting 
into college, but the situation is complex and 
cannot be described in the simple terms of gen. 
eral, across-the-board discrimination.” 

The apparent conflict between the findings of 
the report and the general belief that institu. 
tions of higher learning have barriers to Jewish 
applicants was explained by observers here. 

They pointed out that the really severe dis. 
crimination begins when a student tries to get 


into a specialized graduate school, including 
medicine, dentistry and similar professional] 
fields. 


In these fields of learning, the well-known

AMSTERDAM—(WNS)—Karl Narel, a pro-Nazi author who 
defamed Dutch Jews, was fined here this week when a court Sus. 
tained the charges brought against him by Dr. Walter Waren. 


SAYS DUTCH JUDGE. 


Narel had written a book about the Nazi occupation of Hol- 
Jand in which he baited Dutch Jews for not having resisted the 
Nazis when the Gestapo deported them to Poland. The pro-Nazi 
wrote that the Jews were cowards who went to the slaughter 
like sheep, Dr. Warendorf submitted proof that Narel’s con. 
tention was false and a libel against the Dutch-Jewish martyrs, 
He submitted evidence showing that many Jews fought the 
Nazis in the underground movement and otherwise. 

When pronouncing sentence, the judge said Jews were no 
cowards, as was proven by Haganah in its heroic struggle against 
the huge armies of the Arab states. He fined Narel, giving him 
the alternative of serving two weeks or paying 2,000 gulden.

FORD FORMALLY DENIES REPORT 
OF BIG CONTRIBUTION TO ADL 


NEW YORK-—Ford Motor Co. officials here told The Post this 
week “there is no foundation to the rumor” that the auto firm has 
contributed $250,000 to the B’nai B’rith Anti-Defamation League, The 
denial was confirmed by the Ford public relations office in Dearborn, 


Prior to the denial, it was wide. 
ly rumored that Ford had con 
tributed equal sums to the ADL 
and to the National Conference 
of Christians and Jews in order 
to win influential Jewish support 
for an effort to penetrate the 
Middle East market through Is- 
real, 

ADL officials here were 
greatly disturbed by the report, 
and were making strenuous ef- 
forts to quash it. 

Despite these efforts and _ the 
formal Ford denial, the Brook: 
lyn Jewish EXAMINER carried 
an editorial last week, “The 
Wrong Horse,” which assumed 
that ADL did receive the contri- 
bution. 

The editorial blasted the ADL 
for “becoming a Ford agent” in 
Israel and also hit the ADL for 
“depriving” the State of Israel of 
“several millions of dollars which 
it takes from the United Jewish 
Appeal whose funds are raised 
ostensibly for the purpose of help- 
ing refugees and Israel.”

Indianapolis Temple Will Start 
Unique Campaign In Spring 


Plan to Pledge Services Attendance 
Gets Results Before Drive Starts 


INDIANAPOLIS (NJP)—An Indianapolis Reform rabbi dis- 
closed this week that his precedent-making proposal for a formal 
pledge of attendance by members of his congregation has already 
prought a substantial increase in such attendance though the pro 

sal has not yet been implemented. 


Rabbi Maurice Goldblatt, spiri- 
tual leader of the Indianapolis He- 
prew Congregation, said that a 
committee will be set up this 
spring to begin work on obtaining 
signed pledges from members of 
the congregation that they will 
attend services at least twice a 
month for a year. 

In making the proposal last 
January, Rabbi Goldblatt said 
he realized the idea was a radi- 
cal departure from the histori- 
cal attitude of Reform Judaism 
but he added that “until our 
members assume such an obli- 
gation, we cannot expect regu- 
lar attendance at our services.” 

“Although the program ma- 

chinery has not been set up yet, 
there is a general renewed inter- 
est on the part of the congrega- 
tion both in attendance and in the 
problems of the Temple,” Rabbi 
Goldblatt said. 


Attendance Growing 

He cited attendance last Friday 
of 150 persons, a substantial in- 
erease over the corresponding 
week for the year before. He said 
that when he first came to the 
Temple in 1938, the congregation 
membership was about 400 fam- 
ilies and average attendance at 
Friday night services was _ be- 
tween 35 and 50, or roughly 10 
per cent. 

The congregation now has 
500 families and the 150 at- 
tendance figure would represent 
30 per cent. The Temple has 
7100 seats. 

As an example of the general 
increase in interest by members 
in the Temple, Rabbi Goldblatt 
pointed to an attendance of 200 
for a reading of the Megillah ata 
Purim observance, Last year the 
attendance was 100, 

“All this has happened without 
formal implementation of my pro- 
posal,” the rabbi said, 


Not Isolated Move 

He emphasizes that the propos- 
ai for pledges of attendance, be- 
lieved to be the first ever made im 
U.S. Reform Judaism, was not an 
isolated move. 

“Fundamentally, there are two 
appoaches to the problem of in- 
creasing attendance,” he _ said. 
“One is to study the needs of the 
various groups and age levels 
within the congregation and to 
Tevise the services to attract the 
diverse interests of these various 
groups, 

“The other is to simply tell 
the congregation members they 
must eome to services, which 
doesn’t mean much to those 
members who do not feel any 
obligation to attend,” he said. 
“The idea of attendance pledges 
is a variation of the second ap- 
proach and is essentially an arti- 
ficial one,” the rabbi admitted. 
“But we plan to go ahead with it 
because I think it will help.”

Panel Plan Works 

AS an example, he cited the 
once-a-month panel discussions 
which follow an abbreviated Fri- 
day evening service during which 
the usual sermon is not given 
Members listen to discussions of 
current topics in Jewish life by a 
panel of Indianapolis experts 
from the congregation. 

These panel services are 
aimed specifically at the young- 
er, more active members and at- 
tract an attendance of 50 per 
cent above that for a normal 
Friday service, Rabbi Goldblatt 
said. 

Rabbi Goldblatt first proposed 
the: pledge idea to a meeting of 
his discussion group which meets 
twice a month at members’ homes 
with the rabbi as moderator. A 
majority of the 25 persons at the 
meeting aproved the rabbi’s idea, 
except for two or three couples 
who said they personally could 
not bind themselves because of 
situations which made such regu- 
lar attendance very difficult. 


The next month, Rabbi Gold- 
blatt submitted the proposal to 
the Temple Sisterhood, where 
again there was virtually un- 
animous approval. 

Rabbi Goldblatt said that the 
reaction at the Sisterhood meet- 
ing has already worked out in the 
regular appearance at services of 
some members of the Sisterhood 
who previously did not attend reg- 
ularly. 

Plan Set To Go 

The recently organized Relig- 
ious Affairs Committee approved 
the plan and first steps will be 
taken with formation of the com- 
mittee. 

Rabbi Goldblatt said he would 
propose to the committee that 
pledge cards be prepared for cir- 
culation in the campaign. The 
committee will undoubtedly adopt 
the rabbi’s idea of a group rather 
than a genefal membership cam- 
paign.

YEMEN KING WARNS JEWS NOT TO FLEE 
AFTER BRITISH AT ADEN ASK FOR BAN 


ADEN—In response to a British appeal, King Seif el Islam 
Ahmed of Yemen, issued an imperial decree forbidding Yemen- 
ite Jews to leave for the British Colony of Aden and warning 
that any fugitives caught in the attempt would be severely pun- 


ished. 


Hundreds of Yemen Jews have been pouring into the port 
city in the hope of getting to Israel and away from a life of in- 
tolerable degredation in the medieval Yemenite kingdom. 

Sir Reginald Champion, Aden governor, asked the Yemenite 
king to halt the rush of Yemenite Jews. He said he feared that 
the 1947 pogroms would be repeated and disclosed that two Amer- 
ican Jews, Charles Malmuth and Gerald Maimed, both of New 
York, were rescued from Arabs stoning them last week. They 


were not hurt. 


A Joint Distribution Committee airlift is flying Yemenite 
and Aden Jews to Israel from the port city.

nothing.” 


The protest was made by 
Herman E. Segelin, president 
of the Rochester chapter of the 
pro-Zionist American Jewish 
Congress. 

Segelin said that “for an indi- 
vidual to cross the picket line 
and broadcast with the aid of 
strike-breaking engineers and an- 
nouncers, was clearly contrary to 
the interests of labor and unethi- 
cal, to say the least.” 


Regular Broadcast 

Harry M. Clar has been doing 
a broadcast at 9:45 a.m. Sundays 
under auspices of the ZOA, giving 
Zionist news and plugging local 
projects such as the SOS and 
eanned foods for Israeli drive. 

Clar said that Segelin’s protest 
was the only one made so far. He 
said that he understood that no 
union was involved in the strike, 
since a minimum of four mem- 
bers is necessary and there are 
only three striking announcers. 





Clar said the pickets have not 
advised him to stop his broadcasts 
and that the Rochester Labor 
Zionist Organization has not op- 
posed the broadcast and has con- 
tinued to contribute material for 
it. 

May Cancel Show 

Rabbi Rosenberg said the Roch- 
ester ZOA might cancel the pro- 
gram if the strike continued but 
he did not feel that the ZOA ac- 
tion represented strike-breaking 
since it was a public service pro- 
gram and Clar has no connection 
with either the station or the 
striking announcers. 

The strike has been underway 
for several weeks. The an- 
nouncers are seeking recogni- 
tion as members of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Radio Artists.

Britain Won’t Repay 
Aden Jewish Victims 

LONDON,—(JTA)—The _ Brit- 
ish Administration of the Pro- 
tectorate of Aden has not accept- 
ed responsibility for the payment 
of compensation to the victims 
of last year’s anti-Jewish riots 
in Aden. Lt. Col. David Ress-Wil- 
liams, British Under-Secretary 
for Colonies, told Commons. 

The Protectorate’s present pol- 
icy of offering assistance through 
loans and grants is all that the 
administration will undertake, 
he added. Ress-Williams declared 
that financial assistance has been 
offered for the rebuilding of sev. 
eral schools, but that the Jewish 
Emergency Committee of Aden 
has not yet submitted plans or 
estimates of the costs involved, 
He also said that no special pro- 
visions had been made for the 
rebuilding and reequipping of 
synagogues destroyed in the pog- 
rom. 





Wilmington Jews See

France Returns, Too 
But at the ssame time King 


Abdullah of Transjordan, pressed 


by his own ambitions and the 


prodding of his British masters, 


made a move that led to a sharp 
Israeli protest, placed Great Brit- 
ain squarely in the middle of the 
still-flUuid Palestine situation 
and brought France back into 
Middle East affairs for the first 
time in more than a decade. 

Abdullah announced Transjor- 
dan has set up civil administra- 
tions in all Palestine areas con- 
trolled by his troops. Abdullah 
said he has assigned district com- 
missioners to the Jerusalem, 
Hebron and Ramallah areas. 

Though this move was not the 
same thing as a formal annexa- 
tion, which would involve viola- 
tion of the original United Na- 
tions partition decision, it was 
given crucial significance by 
three other simultaneous devel- 
opments. 

Three Important Facts 

First, Iraq has been withdraw- 
ing her troops from the cen- 
tral Arab Palestine front which 
lies between Israel and Trans- 
jordan and Transjordan troops 
have been moving into the evac- 
uated positions, 

Second, hit and run attacks by 
unnamed Arabs have been in- 
creasing in that area and the Is- 
raeli have warned that if the 
raids do not stop, force will be 
used to stop them. 

Third, the British Foreign 
Office dropped hints that it would 
consider as extending to all areas 
taken over by Abdullah the terms 
of its military treaty with Trans- 
jordan, Under that treaty, Great 
Britain has repeatedly stated its 
readiness to come to the aid of 
Transjordan in the event of any 
fighting.

Paris informants’ said the 
French aid was designed to help 
the. two countries strengthen 
themselves against the expan- 
sionist threat of Abdullah. French 
foreign office officials reportedly 
felt that the two countries were 
insuffciently armed to deal with 
the dangers to them inherent in 
Abdullah’s oft-expressed dream

Seek Quick Pacis 

The Israeli were determined to 
win quick agreements with all 
their Arab neighbors in advance 
of the April opening of the UN 
General Assembly in Lake Suc- 
cess. Israel’s admittance to the 
UN at that session is regarded 
as certain but the Israeli were 
apparently taking no chances in 
making their case as strong as 
possible. 

The truce line leaves the new 
city of Jerusalem, with its 
100,000 Israeli, in Jewish control 
and the Old City in Arab control.

YORK—A New York rabbi demanded an apology thig 
week for “America as well as American Jewry” from a Christian 
religious leader who recently told U.S. Jews that their support of 


Israel was creating anti-Semitism in the U. S. 


That charge was issued by Dr, Henry Smith Leiper, associate 


general secretary of the World 
Council of Churches, from a plat- 
form provided by the anti-Zionist 
American Council for Judaism. 

Dr. Leiper, in his speech before 
the N. Y. chapter of the Council, 
also warned that it would be wise 
for American Jews to show pub- 
lic sympathy for the Arab DPs 
created by the Arab attack on 
Israel. (NJP, March 4). 

The demand for an apology 
was made by Rabbi Israel] H. Lev- 
inthal, spiritual leader of the 
huge Brooklyn Jewish Center. 
Writing as a guest columnist in 
“News and Views” an English 
column conducted in the Yiddish 
DAY by Dr. S. Margoshes, Rabbi 
Levinthal delivered a scathing in- 
dictment of Dr. Leiper. 


Height of Injustice 

Biuntly labelling the Christian 
leader an anti-Semite, Rabbi Lev- 
inthal accused him of “setting 
up a straw man.’ He called it the 
“height of injustice’ to impute 
dual allegiance to U.S. Jews be- 
cause of their fight for a State 
of Israel “for those homeless 
Jews in the European hells, and 
because they are anxious to 
safeguard its existence at the 
present time.” 

Rabbi Levinthal noted that Dr. 
Leiper’s figure of 800,000 Arab 
DPs was well above all reliable 
estimates in the field but what 
the rabbinical leader found most 
objectionable in Dr. Leiper’s 
speech was his “threat of the rise 
of anti-Semitism in America if 
Jews do not accept your advice.” 


“I am afraid that here you re- 
veal the wish that is father to 
your thought,” the rabbi com- 
mented and declared that Ameri- 
can Jews would not be frighten- 
ed by such threats. 


Crediting the emergence of the 
Jewish State for the change, 
Rabbi Levinthal said that “the 
Jew today walks with a straight 
back. He is no longer the cring- 
ing creature who is frightened 
from his path of justice and du- 
ty because of the cry of the anti- 
Semite.” 

Rabbi Levinthal ripped into Dr. 
Leiper for his challenge to Amer- 
ican Jewry to show the same 
sympathy to Arab DPs as the 
Christian world showed to the

“Certainly to ask us to show 
the sympathy that the Christian 
world showed to Jews in their 
dire distress is the height of 
irony,” Rabbi Levinthal said. 

He called “significant” Dr, 
Leiper’s choice of the platform 
of the Council. He called it the 

platform “of a group of Jews 
infinitesimally small, thank 

God, that has been repudiated 

by the masses of Jewry and 

Jewish leaders of every faction 

and every shade of opinion in 

this land.” 

“The Council consists of a 
group of Jews who are possess- 
ed of an inferiority complex that 
is degrading their personalities,” 
he said. “It is a group of cring- 
ing spineless Jews, for only such 
Jews could listen to the address 
you dared to give, without pro 
test.” 

The demand for an apology 
was made on the basis of Dr. Lek 
per’s charge that “Jewish pres 
sure groups in Washington” seek 
to influence U. S. foreign policy 
in unconstitutional ways for the 
benefit of Israel was a “slander of 
our government authorities as 
well as of American citizens of 
Jewish faith.” 

Name Just One 

Rabbi Levinthal challenged Dr. 
Leiper to “name one Jew who has 
through unconstitutional means 
used pressure on our governmetr 
tal authorities.” 

“I say again, that is a libel of 
America and you owe America 
as well as American Jewry, an 
apology,” the rabbi said. “I re 
gret to see that one who is a 
representative of World Christi 
anity should so violate the teach- 
ings of that Faith which pleads 
for justice and brotherhood to 
all men.”

He noted that many Jewish groups hold public functions 
for Jewish causes while “violating laws which are incorporated 
in our code” but said that “the violation of Jewish law in this re- 
spect, by individuals and organizations is in great measure due 
not to the indifference of Jews but to the avarice of those who 


sell Kosher food.” 


Rabbi Halpern said that Jewish women are penalized for the ob- 
gervance of dietary law because “exorbitant prices which are un- 
justified are charged by those to whom Jewish dietary laws are 
nothing more than a means of making money.” 

He said that his charge also applied to Passover products 
“for which one must pay an unconscionably high price because 


they carry labels.” 


He said that if Jews had a well-organized Jewish community, 


guch matters could be regulated. 


“We could bring to bear upon Kosher gougers the united force 
of the community and make it impossible for them to continue their 
unfair practices,” he said. “But as matters now stand, observant 
Jews are the helpless victims of a vicious system.” 

He said he did not. want his remarks construed as a justification 
for violation of Jewish law “but rather as a call to Jewish groups to 
strengthen Jewish communal life so that we may exert pressure 
upon those who mix religion with money to the disadvantage of the 


former.” 








Dropsie Scholar Over-Zealous, Says Sukenik 





Isaiah Scrolls Are Authentic, 
Says Hebrew U. Expert; Hits Zeitlin 


NEW YORK—A Hebrew University scholar asserted this week 
that the ancient Hebrew scrolls found recently by Bedouins in a 
eave in the Judaean desert were authentic and criticized an Amer- 
ican Jewish expert for publishing a report questioning the authen- 


ticity of the scrolls. 

The discovery of the scrolls 
eaused a sensation in scholarly 
circles until Dr. Solomon Zeitlin, 
professor of rabbinical literature 
at Dropsie College in Philadel- 
phia, published an analysis in 
which he claimed the event was 
“not an important discovery” and 
may have involved a hoax. (NJP 
Feb. 4). 

In an article in the January is- 
sue of the JEWISH QUARTER- 
LY REVIEW, Dr. Zeitlin said that 
the scrolls were probably medi- 
eval writing and not Biblical. He 
said that the Bedouins who said 
they found the scrolls in an 
abandoned cave refused to bring 
in the jars. He said the jars 
might have substantiated the an- 
tiquity of the writings. 


Rebuttal Offered 


The rebuttal was presented by 
E. L. Sukenik, professor of Pal- 
estinian archaelogy and director 
of the Museum of Jewish Antiq- 
uities at Hebrew University. The 
Sukenik statement appeared in a 
letter to the N. Y. TIMES. 

“The cause of scholarship 
would have been served better 
had Dr. Zeitlin withheld his 
comments until a substantial 
portion of the manuscripts had 
been published, together with 
photographs and facsimiles,” 
Dr. Sukenik said. 

“Since I was the first to identify 
them and the only one who has 
had the entire group of scrolls in 
his hands, it may be appropriate 
for me to comment on Dr. Zeit- 
lin’s remarks,” Dr. Sukenik said. 

He said that when he was 
shown the first fragments of the 
find, he also was skeptical but af- 
ter careful examination, “I came 
to the conclusion, however, that 
this was a discovery of the great-

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Expedition Confirms 
Scrolls Authentic 


JERUSALEM—A scientific ex- 
pedition to the Dead Sea returned 
here this week with what its 
members said was conclusive 
evidence that the Jerusalem 
scrolls were the oldest known 
manuscripts of the Old Testa- 
ment. 

The discovery of the leather- 
bound scrolis in a cave in Au- 
gust, 1947, was called “the great- 
est manuscript discovery of mod- 
ern times.” 

The scrolls include a commen- 
tary on the Book of Habakkuk, 
the complete text of the Book of 
Isaiah and a manual of discipline 
for a Judaic sect. 

Further excavations in the 
cave where Bedouins reported 
finding the scrolls was made by 
expedition members. They found 
old pottery which Dr. Oliver Sel- 
lers of the American School said 
indicated that the scrolls were 
deposited “at or about the time 


of the Maccabean war.”

Jewish Groups Hit 
Filibuster Deal 


NEW YORK—(JTA)—Seven 
major American Jewish organ- 
izations this week wired Senate 
leaders of both parties express- 
ing their opposition to announced 
plans for a compromise settle- 
ment of a 16-<day-old filibuster 
in the Senate aimed at throttling 
civil rights legislation proposed 
by the Administration, it was an- 
nounced here this week by the 
National Community Relations 
Advisory Council, one of the 
signatory bodies. 

Terming the compromise to 
end the filibuster “complete 
capitulation,” the telegraphed 
message from the Jewish organ- 
izations declared that the pro- 
posed measure would give a self- 
seeking minority the veto power 
over the ability of the Senate to 
discharge its legislative respon- 
sibilities and thus represents a 
“negation of the democratic 
process.” Besides the NCRAC, 
the other signatory groups are: 
American Jewish Committee, 
American Jewish Congress, Anti- 
Defamation League, Jewish La- 
bor Committee, Jewish War Vet- 
erans .and Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations.

“He 
points to the familure of the 
Syrian Metropolitan to pur- 
chase the jars from the Bedo- 
uins as proof that their antiq- 
uity is suspect. 

“The reason for this apparent 
failure is simple; I had bought 
them for the university and they 
are now in our possession.”

ANNUAL ELECTIONS, TWO-TERM RULE 
MAKE ZOA PERHAPS T00 DEMOCRATIC 


By CARL ALPERT 

MERICAN Jewry is currently being treated to its most out- 

standing example of democracy in Jewish life. I refer to the 
rising tides of discussion relative to the program and policies of the 
Zionist Organization of America and to the respective candidates 
for president. In no other organization on the 
American Jewish scene is there the same freedom 
of discussion, the same right of minorities to or- 
ganize and express their views, the same basic ap- 
peal to public opinion and majority action for a 
settlement of the issues at dispute. 

There is certainly nothing like it in the B'nai 
B'rith, or in Hadassah, where uniformity and un- 
animity seem to be an imposed rule, Discipline is 
the key-word, and while such organizations may 
avoid the periodic upheaval which agitates. the 
ZOA, one must also suspect that there is less gen- 
uine response to the masses. There is certainly no encouragement 
to the mass membership to engage in what would be termed 
heretical opposition. Only in the ZOA has the existence of an “op- 
position” become a matter of course, no matter which group or 
which personalities are in power. This is the essence of democracy. 

One reads quite often these days that the American Jewish Con- 
gress is the true “democratic” group on the American Jewish scene. 
It is true that this was the original intent of the Congress when it 
was formed by Dr. Wise and Justice Brandeis almost 30 years ago, 
but the question must inevitably be asked: How often have repre- 
sentative elections been held? When were the last elections held for 
national leadership of the Congress? What were the opposing view- 
points and who were the opposing candidates, without which any 
election becomes only a farce? 

















































































TO BE SURE, THE ZOA can be criticized on the grounds that it 
is too democratic. Is it necessary for the organization to go through 
the soul-shaking procedure of a national convention every year, and 
put national officers and administrators in danger of being turned 
out of office just as they have begun to learn the procedures of or- 
ganizational operation? The B’nai B'rith meets once every three 
years, I believe, but a biennial convention might result in the les- 
sening of political animosities in the ZOA, without decreasing the 
basic democratic responsibility. 

The constitutional ruling prohibiting more than two consecutive 
terms for a president should also be re-examined, though there is 
much to be said both for and against it. The ban on such succession 
is comparatively recent in the 52-year history of the ZOA. It was in- 
Stituted in 1936 at a national convention in Providence when Dr. 
Stephen S. Wise had been asked by a group of Zionists to assume 
the presidency of the organization. He agreed, but only on condi- 
tion that the constitutional limit be placed on more than two suc- 
cessive terms, and the condition was accepted. At the time it seemed 
a wise safeguard against the kind of permanent rule from which 
other organizations suffer. 


BUT THE BASIC DEMOCRACY of ZOA structure should be 
enough to insure against the perpetuation of an oligarchy. So long 
as there is freedom of discussion and freedom to differ, we should 
have faith in the people. If the Zionist electorate has had enough of 
a president or an administration they are perfectly capable of throw- 
ing them out of office after one term. And if a national leadership 
has proven itself popular, enlightened and capable, it should not be 
barred from continuance by an arbitrary limitation. 

The ZOA is by no means perfect, but it is the most democratic 
body in American Jewry, it commands a large and loyal following, 
it has helped achieve miracles—and under wise leadership it can 
make contributions of immense value in the development of the 
American Jewish community.

LATER IN ENGLAND, when she was only 22, “she presided at 
the formation of a society for social reforms called The Association 
of All Classes of All Nations, without distinction of sect, sex, 
party, condition or color.” 

This, remember, was in 1832, many years before America 
even freed her slaves, much less began to give them equal 
rights. 

If the account of Ernest Rose’s life doesn’t belong on the pages 

of a Jewish paper, then neither does the story of the prophet Amos.

Both handker- 
chiefs and kercheifs are charac- 
teristic Polish peasant finery, en- 
joying a considerable vogue in 
rural Poland and Ukraina.

THE FIGHT FOR THE presi- 
dency of the Zionist Organization 
of America is growing hotter and 
hotter and where at one time I 
thought I had it all figured out, 
the situation is becoming more 
and more confused so that I’m 
losing a little of my cocksure- 
ness. 


T remarked at lunch the other 
day that I didn’t think the ZOA 
administration wants Dan Frisch 
to become president, For the ad- 
ministration knows, as well as 
we all know, that if Mr. Frisch 
is elected, Mr. Frisch will be pres- 
ident, and both Dr. Emanuel Neu- 
mann and Rabbi Abba Hillel Sil- 
ver will become ex-presidents in 
name and in fact. 


So I had figured that the ad- 
ministration would prefer some- 
one else. I know that at one time 
Dr. Neumann had smiled on Mor- 
timer May, but I have an idea 
that this stage has passed. It may 
be that Dr. Neumann now would 
prefer Rabbi Irving Miller but 
I don’t know 


Yet events have gone farth- 
er and in my estimation have 
by-passed the candidacies of 
both May and Rabbi Miller. 
They have not by-passed Dan- 
iel Frisch because he has taken 
the bit in his own mouth and 
is pressing his candidacy for 
for all he is worth, which is 
certainly his prerogative. 

I told him several months ago 
that I thought he didn’t have a 
chance but I’m not so sure now. 
He may gather so much hacking 
tnat the administration will be 
forced to the decisior that their 
only hope will be Mr. Frisch. He 
already has enough support to 
split the administration if he 
wished to and if his supporters 
would follow him in such a move. 

Mr. Frisch has been very con- 
fident that he could win. But he 
always predicated his hopes on 
Rabbi Silver’s not running. Now 
we have Dr. Silver’s word for it 
that he will not accept a draft 
for the office. I am content to ac- 
cept that statement and I hope 
that others also will take it at 
face value. 

But there was one particularly 
important sentence in Dr. Silver’s 
statement. He said he would sup- 
port whomever the ZOA elects. 
That means presumably, that Dr. 
Silver would support Rudolph 
Sonnerborn, the Committee for 
Progressive Zionism leader; or 
even Henry Montor, were either 
to run and win. It may mean 
then that there is a chance that 
a compromise candidate — one 
whom both the administration 
and the CPZ would support— 
might be in the discussion stage. 

When I talked with Dr, Neu- 
mann in Los Angeles recently, I 
pointed out that even if the ad- 
ministration were to win a clear 
victory this year, it would not 
mean the end of the opposition. 
In order to settle the fight within 

.the ZOA, it would be better for 
all conéerned to make a compro- 
mise. I told Dr. Neumann. I 


can’t tell you what he replied be- 
cause our conversation was off 
the record. 

The date for the annual con- 
vention has been tentatively 
set for Decoration Day, May 30 
so you can make your plans ac 
cordingly. Zionism has many 
important tasks in the United 
States and if these tasks are 
to be accomplished, it must be 
by a strong and united ZOA. 
I believe that the CPZ would 
listen to a compromise pro- 
posal despite the fact that the 
position of the opposition is 
stronger now than it has ever 
been, 

There is no reason at all why 
there shouldn’t be a compromise 
between the two groups, but as a 
realist, I’m only hoping, not pre- 
dicting.

Israel Gets Full Seat 
In World Wheat Body 


WASHINGTON — (JTA) — Is- 
rael was accepted into full mem- 
bership in the _ International 
Wheat Conference here this 
week. This is the first interna- 
tional trade organization to 
which Israel has been admitted 
with complete equality with oth- 
er nations. 

Membership will permit Israel 
to buy wheat for much less than 
she has been paying on the open 
market.

It 
was estimated that Israel will 
save approximately $2,000,000 in 
the next four years through its 
membership in the body. 

Dr. Ludwig Samuel and Arthur 
Cc. A. Liverhant, both now at- 
tached to the Israeli embassy 
staff in Washington, were rec- 
ognized by the conference as 
plenipotentiary delegates. The 
only votes opposing Israel’s ad- 
mission were those of Egypt, Le- 
banon and Saudi Arabia.

Mr. Montor Has A Clear And Pressing Duty 


OST reports that Henry Montor had 
emerged as the real boss of the United 
Jewish Appeal drive could be interpreted to 
mean only his ascendancy in this year’s drive 
or also to mean control of the drive of the 
Committee for Progressive Zionism to oust the 
present administration of the Zionist Organiza- 
tion of America. 


Either interpretation calls for a word of cau- 
tion. 


Mr. Montor’s fine record as a fund-raiser 
made many support him against Rabbi Abba 
Hillel Silver and Dr. Emanuel Neumann. The 
decision in those terms was a simple one. Is- 
rael needed funds and Henry Montor’s proven 
record was such that his services were almost 
indispensable, 


To interpret Mr. Montor’s victory as an en. 
dorsement of his political views might be a 
major error. In view of the bitterness engen. 
dered by the fight, it would seem that Mr. Mon. 
tor has only one course left, and that is to re. 
nounce all activity of any kind whatsoever in 
the Zionist political field, at least for the dura. 
tion of the 1949 UJA drive. 

Such an announcement would bring universa] 
acclaim. It would have not only that effect but 
it would also make the bitter-enders in the Si}. 
ver-Neumann camp realize that everyone con. 
cerned now has a single paramount aim and 
that is the welfare of Israel. 

Such an announcement would be the highest 
kind of statesmanship and would do as much 
as anything could to rally support behind the 
1949 drive by all concerned. 


What Kind of Victory For Dr. Silver? 


RITING in the Jewish TIMES of Phila- 

delphia, Arnold Ginsburg—who will be 
remembered as the youngest elected delegate 
to the American Jewish Conference and who 
played an important part in its deliberations— 
upholds the position of Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver 
in the recent controversy with the Jewish 
Agency over fund-raising and he predicts that 
Dr. Silver will win a victory, despite the cur- 
rent setback. 


No one, least of all The Post, underestimates 
the ability of Dr. Silver, but if his position is to 
be vindicated it will be done this year at least— 
except within the Zionist Organization, both of 
the Unted States and of the world—at the ex- 
pense of the United Jewish Appeal, or in other 
words—Israel. 


Within the ZOA and the World Zionist Or. 
ganization, Dr, Silver can and no doubt will 


fight for approval of his position but the fight 
should be contained within that area of Jewish 
life. 

This argument is not to limit Dr. Silver's 
democratic privilege but it is to proint out that 
in any kind of a fight care must often be taken 
to prevent damage to the very goal that all 
sides in the battle hold most dear. 

The way in which the United Jewish Apeal 
has sprung to life in the past few weeks under 
the experienced hand of Henry Montor should 
give courage to all of us. The gloom of the 
first few months is being dissipated and there 
is yet a chance for the 1949 United Jewish Ap. 
peal campaign. Anything that anyone will do 
to hamper the possibilities of a successful drive 
will be tragic. 

That should be the basic consideration to 
which all proposals and plans for vindication 
or new Struggles must be subjected, 


This Also Is Long Overdue 


T is no secret that the fund campaigns of 
the Jewish institutions for learning—such 
as the Hebrew Union College - Jewish Institute 
of Religion and the Jewish Theological Sem- 
inary—are having tough sledding. They will 
fall far below their requirements and if one 
considers the expansion plans of both institu- 
tions, the drives are doing even more dismally. 
But the time of these two great Jewish sem- 
inaries is approaching. 

The day will come when these two major 
institutions, as well as other seminaries among 
which the main ones are Yeshiva University and 
the Hebrew Theological College, will not only 


become well endowed but will also receive hand- 
some support from all parts of the Jewish 
community. 

In days past, the lack of any real wealth on 
the part of the Jewish community, the inflated 
fear of anti-Semitism and the money it drew 
off, or, as at present, the priority of overseas 
needs, have made the task of our Jewish sem 
inaries difficult and almost impossible. 

But the change is already in the air and soon 
these agencies in the United States which will 
play the greatest part toward creating a post 
tive Jewish community will get first consider. 
ation and not be overlooked or ignored. 


Is It A Gain? 


ISTORIANS will be able to list all the 
H reasons why at one time in the history 
of the American Jewish community, Jewish 
groups continued to use surface goodwill move- 
ments as one of their basic policies, long past 
the day When we should have recognized the 
ineffectiveness of such techniques. 

Fortunately we have passed that stage now, 
at least on a national level. 
But at the local level, many Jews still think 


that a good-will program is enough. Just how 
low Jewish thinking can be in that connection 
is apparent in the following comment from a 
local bulletin last week. (It should be said that 
very likely the comment was added without too 
much though as to its implications): 

“.. . Young Judeans ended their basketball 
season showing three wins against 13 losses in 
the Church league—a gain, nevertheless, in 
inter-faith relationship.” 


Current Comment 


Like other groups, Jews should have organ- 
izations of professionals banded together to 
uphold and preserve Jewish ideals of behavior 
in day-to-day life and work, says Rabbi Louis 
Levitsky of Ohab Sholem in Newark, N, J.— 
The Roman Catholic cab drivers and owners 
organized the Saint Christopher’s Guild of 
Taxi Operators to “keep high the ethical stand- 
ards of the business, to promote strong spirit- 
ual morale among the members, and to give 
customers courteous, kindly treatment.” 


I often wondered why we have no Jewish 
Guild of Craftsmen or professional people. 
banded together for the purpose of imple- 
menting the historic Jewish concepts of per- 
sonal and professional service and integrity. 
Our Jewish traditional legal literature is re- 
plete with regulations that tend to elevate the 
standards of every calling. I wonder how 
many people know that in accordance with 
Jewish tradition, a store-keeper may not ac- 
cept from a customer a price higher than that 
which he had in mind as the sale price of the 
article, no matter how much more the custo- 
mer is willing to pay in order to obtain it im- 
mediately. 

It occurs to me that it would not be at all 


a difficult matter to earn the reputation that 
being a member of a Jewish vocational guild 
assures the customer or client the fullest pos 
sible measure of service based upon absolute 
religious standards. I can readily visualize 
how we would not only raise the level of serv: 
ice in the entire community, but we would al- 
so establish the reputation of Jews as a peo- 
ple who abide by historic traditional standards 
made applicable to contemporary life, and it 
need not mean lower profits or smaller in- 
comes. 

The fact is that one religious group in this 
country did it, The one price policy, now 
recognized as the established norm in Ameri- 
can business, is one of the contributions made 
by the Quakers to American life. They felt 
that a multiple price policy is not in keeping 
with the religious teachings of telling the 
absolute truth and of abiding by one’s word, 
once it had been given. Today the whole world 
is anxious to imitate it. Why cannot we 
Jews, who have such a rich historic back- 
ground for personal service and ethical stand- 
ards, bring similar blessings to our commer 
cial, industrial, and professional life in this 
country, and enhance the name of Israel among 
all people? 
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YESHIVA U HITS CRITIC'S CHARGES 
OF LAXITY IN UPHOLDING ORTHODOXY 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 


Good reviewers investigate 
whatever it is they wish to judge 
pefore setting their thoughts 
down on paper. Any other policy 
petrays either an ignorance 
pased on rumors or a malicious- 
ness stemming from an _ anti- 
pathy to the author and his ex- 
pressed point of view. 

If Mr. Greenstone had given 
his criticism of The Yeshiva and 
the Orthodox Rabbinate some 
jittle consideration before reck- 
lessly writing his “brilliant” 
thesis to an Anglo-Jewish news- 
paper of national prominence, he 
would surely have found it diffi- 
cult to postulate that an institu- 
tion of Yeshiva’s standing could 
for a moment maintain its high 
position in Jewish life if it per- 
mtted itself to drift without prin- 
eples or standards. If he had 
then proceeded to discover what 
these principles are, his foolish 
words would never have been 
written. 

Although logical defense is im- 
possible against emotional de- 
famation and irresponsible “bil- 
pulism,” we shall nevertheless at- 
tempt to point out the truth, if 
only for Mr. Greenstone’s future 
peace of mind. 

The Yeshiva has, from its be- 
ginnings, chartered a_ straight 
and consistent course in the 
midst of the chaos of American 
Jewish life that has been fur- 
thered and abetted by _ those 
groups that incorrectly call them- 
selves “denominations” of Juda- 
ism. It bases its existence on 
Torah and conceives its function 
as the teaching of Torah, in its 
pure state, to its students and to 
the American Jewish Community. 
It does not “condone” nor give its 
“Hechsher” to non-traditional 
practice. It knows what is and 
what is not “traditional” Judaism 
and respects the dividing line be- 
tween what is Jewish and what 
is imitative assimilation. 

Accordingly, it has more than 
once expressed its concern about 
the chaotic situation that exists 


with regard to mixed pews and 
the exchange of pulpits with the 
Christian clergy. 

Dr. Samuel Belkin, president of 
Yeshiva University has said the 
following on many _ occasions 
with regard to the separation of 
the sexes in the synagogue: “The 
Yeshiva will not sanction the 
abrogation of this essential and 
characteristic element of the 
Synagogue.” 

Our graduates have never been 
permitted, as Mr. Greenstone al- 
leges, to “accept pulpits of Con- 
servative Congregations.” We 
have, however, permitted our 
“musmachim” to enter unaffiliat- 
ed communities whose members, 
through ignorance of Jewish life 
have strayed from Torah and 
Tradition, in order to bring them 
the true message of Judaism and 
return them to the fold. This is 
sacred missionary work among 
our own people—not the oppor- 
tunism that has become the trade 
mark of other “brands” of Juda- 
ism. 

With reference to Christian 
Ministers in Synagogue pulpits, 
I again quote from Dr. Belkin: 
“The Yeshiva wholeheartedly ap- 
proves work of good will among 
all races, ereeds and national- 
ities. We do, however, definitely 
and unequivocally oppose... the 
interchange of Church and Syn- 
agogue activities and the inter- 
change of religious pulpits be- 
tween the Christian clergy and 
the Rabbi.’”’ We have yet to see 
a similar statement emanate 
from a certain other institution 
which insists on calling itself 
“traditional.” 


Now, as regards the other in- 
stances enumerated and implied 
by Mr. Greenstone where we are 
led to believe, “Yeshiva Rabbis 
do not at all act in accordance 
with the principles of Orthodox 
Judaism,” it seems to me that 
the gentleman assumes a great 
deal when he takes it upon him- 
self to generalize about the con- 
duct of nearly,,500 learned and 
authoritative leaders and teach- 


ers of Jewry. 

How dare anyone imply that 
men whose entire training has 
been surrounded with the Holy 
light of Torah and who are daily 
“moser nefesh” for Jewish life, 
are at the same time destroying 
it by “closing their eyes” or re- 
fusing to “take a firm stand” on 
matters which pertain to the 
fundamentals of Jewish life. 

We will not deny that some 
few individuals whose privilege 
it was to study at the Yeshiva 
have found the pickings easier 
on the non-Orthodox side of the 
fence—there are always oppor- 
tunists and men of little faith— 
but by their actions, these men 
have cut themselves off from 
the Yeshiva and from what it 
represents and the Yeshiva has 
severed its relationship with 
them. We have no room in our 
ranks for those who, lacking the 
“guts” to fight for Yiddishkeit, 
would rather make peace with 
the forces of assimilation and 
thus lead Judaism down the path 
to disintegration. 

Mr. Greenstone’s “musar” to 
Yeshiva graduates is misplaced. 
It would be better applied to 
those groups who, in the name 
of Judaism, defile all that is 
sacred and precious to the Jew. 

Non-Orthodox Judaism is to- 
day beginning to reap the whirl- 
wind for “its absence of con- 
sistency and lack of adherence to 
principle’’—a matter which seems 
to be generally accepted and 
which Mr. Greenstone includes in 
his statement. Jews instinctive- 
ly know that there is but one 
Judaism. They know, too, that 
it is neither of the many non- 
Orthodox varieties no matter 
how “holy” they may attempt to 
sound. Non-traditional Judaism 
has never before been a force in 
Jewish life nor has it contributed 
to the main stream of Judaism.

DISPUTES NJP REPORT ON CINEMA JEWS; 
SAYS GIVE MORE THAN THEIR SHARE 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

After reading your editorial on 
Los Angeles published in the 
March 3 National Jewish Post, I 
feel that I must write you and 
contradict some statements you 
made in regard to the effect that 
the motion picture industry has 
on the Jewish community here. 

You state “The Jewish stars of 
he cinema world might as well 
be in Indianapolis as far as their 
participation in or even casual 
influence on Los Angeles Jewry 
is concerned. Even in fund-rais- 
ing they are only an incidental 
factor. The $10,000,000 from L. 
A. for the 1948 UJA came mostly 
from the usual business interests 
you find in any community.” 

First, the Jewish components 
of the motion pictures are not 
just the stars and actors but also 
the writers, producers, directors 
and craftsmen, They contribute 
to the Jewish community here 
more than any other Jewish 
segment here, by actually back- 
ing with cash most of eur Jewish 
projects, eg., City of Hope (L.A. 
Sanatarium at Duarte) the Home 
of the Aged, and others, 

I will quote you figures from 
the 1948 Yearbook put out after 
the 1947 United Jewish Appeal 
campaign had ended. (The new 
Yearbook covering the -948 cam- 
paign will not be out until next 
month). In 1947, a total of 40, 
065 subscribers pledged $6,286,- 
5598. Out of this total, 3,361 in 
the motion picture industry

pledged $1,539,581. That is about 
25 per cent of all money raised, 
from approximately eight per 
cent of all the subscribers. 

Do these figures show that the 
movie people are the 
job? 

You can break this down fur- 
ther and find that less than 200 
of the 3,361 subscribers—those 
who are the actors, producers, di- 
rectors and writers—gave more 
than half of the total toward that 
million and a half. Men like the 
Warner family gave $200,000 and 
Samuel Goldwn $100,000. Stars 
like Jack Benny and Eddie Can- 
tor gave $15,000 and up. When 
the new book will come out on 
the 1948 campaign, you will find 
again that the motion picture in- 
dustry contributed better than 
one-fourth of the total with less 
than one-eighth of the contribu- 
tors. 

Whenever there is a public ral- 
ly in our Hollywood bowl or 
Shrine auditorium to raise money 
for Israel, relief or institutions, 
you will find stars like Eddie Can- 
tor, or Eddie Robinson on the 
roster exhorting the assemblage 
to give, 

I feel that you have done our 
Jewish people in the motion pic- 
ture industry a grave injustice 
with your rather broad _ state- 
ments in your editorial and I beg 
the privilege of correcting you.

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Fear Hoodlumism Against Proposed School 
Jewish Community Council Fights 
Orthodox Yeshiva Plan for DPs

ELIZABETH, N. J.—The Elizabeth Jewish Community Councg 


and an Orthodox rabbi were locked in battle this week over the 
rabbi’s plans to establish a Yeshiva here with a charter student 
body to be made up of DP boys now being cared for in a Joint 
Distribution Committee camp near Paris. 

A Council spokesman said that Rabbi Pinchas M, Teitz, Sec. 
retary of the N. J. Union of Orthodox Rabbis, by-passed the Councij 
in his plans and made no effort to seek either the support or the 
opinions of Elizabeth Jewry represented in the Council. 

Officials of the Community Council recalled an attempt to 
build a Yeshiva in another New Jersey community and that the 
young students of that Yeshiva were stoned and vilified last year 
by neighborhood hoodlums. 

Although it was considered unlikely that such hoodlumism 
might occur here, the officials said they would not take any 
such chances and would fight the project. 

They added that there was not enough money here to support 
such a far-reaching undertaking and that the problems involved 
were too large to be handled in a haphazard fashion. The Com. 
munity Council will fight the plan for “the good of the Jewish 
community,” the officials said. 

Rabbi Teitz declined comment on his plans, other than to say 
that they are now in the visa stage and that he has every intention 
of going ahead. Asked how he intended to provide for the chil. 
dren’s support, he said that the undertaking was in the nature 
of “a national institution” and should be sponsored jointly by the 
Jewish community and outside agencies. Informants here said

An article with a distinct ant 
Semitic tone appeared in the 
March issue of a_ publication 
called “Alpenrus.” Under the 
title, “People and Race,” the 
paper said there was no anti- 
Semitism in Europe today, hav- 
ing found its way to Arabia in 
stead. It stated that there was 
no aggressive anti-Semitism in 
Austria and that the Austrian 
people had forgotten the Nuren- 
berg laws and had gone back to 
their “traditional views” toward 
the “chosen people.”

Shapiro was named by the UPA executive, then controlled by 
the Zionist Organization of America, to replace Sentry Montor who 


resigned in a move that started 
a six-months fight over U.S. fund- 
raising for Israel. 

When the Jewish Agency ex- 
ecutive ousted the ZOA from 
control in the 1949 United Jew- 
ish Appeal drive, anti-ZOA for- 
ces took control of the UPA, 
the largest agency of the UJA. 
Shapiro’s resignation then be- 
came a certainty. 

At a meeting March 16, the 
UPA took initial steps to notify 

local communities and welfare 
funds on selection of representa- 
tives to the UPA board. 
Agreement Reached 

During an earlier phase of the 
fight, the opposition Committee 
of Contributors won agreement 
from the ZOA-controlled execu- 
tive to broaden the UPA board 
with 40 per cent representation 
by local communities. 


That agreement remained un- 
fulfilled until the upheaval that 
forced the ZOA out of the UPA. 

The March 16 meeting named 
* a committee of three to reorgan- 
ize the UPA working staff to 
deal with problems created by the 
resignation of Harry Seeve, who 
joined the staff of the Palestine 
Economic Corp. last week. 

Seeve’s At PEC 

Seeve, a top official of the UPA 
working staff, resigned in pro- 
test against selection of Shapiro 
gS successor to Montor, returned 
to his post and then resigned 
again with a blast at the ZOA. 


Israel Rosenblueth of the UPA 
staff was named as the personal 
representative of Eliezer Kaplan, 
Labor Zionist Mapai) leader on 
the Jewish Agency executive and 
one of the leaders in the drive to 
unseat the ZOA.

BUCHAREST—An Israeli Jega- 
tion spokesman here said this 
week that seven Israeli citizens 
under arrest by Rumanian au- 
thorities will be released soon. 

The promise was made by For- 
eign Minister Ana Pauker to Reu- 
ben Rubin, Israeli Minister at a 
conference last Friday. 

An Israeli spokesman said that 
the seven Israeli were arrested 
on charges of intervening in Ru- 
manian internal affairs and of 
organizing demonstrations. No 
proof of the charges has been 
submitted, the Israeli spokesman 
said. 


Labor Party Expels 


LONDON — The Lancashire 
County Council formally denied 
charges this week by Dr. Abra- 
ham Clein of Huyston, the only 
Jewish member of the Council, 
that he had been expelled from 
from the Labor Party because of 
anti-Semitism. 

Clein said that he felt that 
anti-Semitism on the part of a 
certain part of the local Labor 
party membership was respons- 
ible for his ouster. 

A County Council spokesman 
vigorously denied the charge 
and said there was no trace of 
any such prejudice. He said 
that at a hearing on the ouster, 
Dr. Clein had produced no evi- 
dence to support his charge. 


Clein was expelled on formal 
charges of breach of standing or- 
ders and failure to attend meet- 
ings of the Council.

3,000 Jewtih Child DPs 
Still In Christian Keep 


AMSTERDAM—(WNS)—Dis- 
closure that 3,116 Jewish child- 
ren who had been placed for 
safety under Nazi occupation 
were still living with their 
Christian benefactors was made 
here in a report released by a 
Dutch commission appointed to 
investigate the problem, 

The commission, with author- 
ity to investigate placement of 
Jewish children between the 
years 1941-1943, reported that 
1,885 of the children are girls and 
that when they were placed with 
Christian guardians their age 
range was from six months to 
ten years. Most of the children 
are no longer aware of their 
Jewish origin. Those who did 
not forget their ancestry and the 
fate of their parents are gen- 
erally permitted by guardians to 
visit synagogues, to observe re- 
ligious holidays and to join Zion- 
ist youth groups. The vast ma- 
jority of the children has become 
so attached to their benefators 
that they refuse to part with 
them. 
and 15 to imprisonment were 
definately sentenced in absentia, 
the State Department added.
